Manufacturers Say That It Will Not 
Be Any Cheaper. 


In Fact They Allege That the Prices Named in Recent 
Contracts Cannot Be Duplicated—Made by New 
Plant to Secure Business—-A Discussion 
of New Product. 


The report as published in THe Paper Trape JouRNAL 
two weeks ago that the New York World contract for its 
supply of news paper for 1901 had been closed at a figure 
said to be “around 2 cents,’’ has created no end of comment. 
Che greater portion of this comes from the publishers of 
large daily papers. Naturally the burden of the comment 
from that quarter is “I told you so.” This means that the 
publishers knew all along that they would not have to pay 
more than 2 cents for their paper. The sellers of news 
have also felt the effect of the announcement about the 
World contract, but in a different way. One of them in 
speaking of it to’ a representative of THe Paper TRaApE 
“The story has caused us consid- 
erable trouble. And, no doubt, the other manufacturers 
iave had the same experience in the past two weeks. We 
ad three important contracts which were practically closed 
vhen the publishers read the report about the World con- 
ract. That settled it; all negotiations were declared ‘off, 
nd we were told that if we wanted the orders we must 

ome off our perch’ and talk on at least a 2 cent basis. 
[hey even intimated that they would not pay as much as 

cents, now that the ‘break’ in news had come. All of them 

vere disposed to wait for a further decline. As for putting 
ny faith in the explanation, as printed in THe Paper 
[RADE JOURNAL, that a low price to the World, if such was 
eally made, was due to the eagerness of a new company 
» secure a big outlet for a large part of its product, why 
lat was simply amusing to them, All they believed about 
he story was the alleged selling price. We cannot now 
rgue with them, because they will not listen. So, all we 
in do is to give them time. They will get educated after 
iey have tried to ‘bluff’ all the manufacturers of news. 
hen they will accuse us of formitig a conspiracy to 
queeze’ them. Now they say that they are going to get 
ieir paper for not more than 2 cents. We just want to see 
em do it. We know they must pay about 2% cents. Possibly 
me new contracts may be closed as low as 2.20 cents, net. 
he situation is not a pleasant one, because the newspaper 
iblishers think they are being imposed upon.” 

With this statement of the case for the manufacturers

y practically agree. After a visit to them the impression 

deepened that the renewal contract price of 2% cents, 

quoted in Tue Paper TrapeE JouRNAL for the past few 
nths, is absolutely correct. If a few large contracts 

‘ve been taken by a new company for less money it 

hooves the publishers to consider the reasons assigned 

r such action. This is the view the other companies 

ke of the matter. The representative of one of the 

rgest of these companies said this week: “The pub- 
hers should have known that some cutting was on the 
rds, for how otherwise is a big new mill to get con- 

‘cts on the start? It needed orders ‘in its business,’ to 

an expression much in use, and it needed them badly, 
in order to get them no doubt the market rate was cut 
mewhat. Now I hear that about 95 per cent. of the 
duct of the new company has been contracted for.” 

William B. Dillon, manager of the department of sales 

the International Paper Company, was called upon this 
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week in order to get an expression of opinion from him on 
the question of the price of news. On being told that many 
newspaper publishers think they can renew their old con- 
tracts for about 2 cents, Mr. Dillon said to a representative 
of THe Paper Trave JourNAL: “If that is true, then the 
publishers holding that opinion have been awfully misled. 
This company is not renewing any of its business on that 
basis. And I doubt if any other company is doing it. The 
International Paper Company has renewed practically all 
the contract business held by it last year, so the bulk of 
its product for 1901 is disposed of. While I dislike to fix a 
minimum figure for news, I will say that I consider 2% 
cents a low price.”” Mr. Dillon conveyed the impression that 
something better than 2% cents was obtained by the Inter- 
national. Continuing, Mr. Dillon said: “A heavy demand 
is being made on the product of this company. Our export 
department is growing rapidly. This, added to the domes- 
tic demand, insures a market for all the news paper we 
can make next year. It should be borne in mind that the 
average yearly increase in the consumption of news paper 
in the United States is about 15 per cent. During the past 
year the increased production of news has been just about 
enough to meet this extra demand, and no more. You can 
figure’if yourselft The total production of news in this 
country is approximately 2,000 tons per day. Fifteen per 
cent. of that is 300 tons. Now, the only notable addition 
to the number of news mills this year has been the one at 
Millinockett, Me. Assuming that 250 tons per day is made 
at that mill, that amount falls short of the increased re- 
quirements of the country. Add to it the 50 tons produced 
at the Madison Mill, and you can see that the total produc- 
tion of the Great Northern Paper Company for the larger 
part of next year just offsets the extra 300 tons which the 
country will need next year. As for the St. Regis, my 
opinion is that that company will not be a factor in the 
market till late in 1901. The production of news by the 
International Paper Company is not expected to be in- 
creased as the demand for the other grades of paper made 
by the company is constantly increasing. At Rumford 
Falls, for instance, we had four machines. Five more have 
been added. Now these machines are being rapidly put to 
making bag paper for the Continental Paper Bag Company. 
This necessarily reduces our production of news paper.” 
Speaking particularly with reference to the price of 
news paper, Mr. Dillon said: “The policy of the Inter- 
national is to make a certain small profit. If it cannot 
realize this on news it will turn to other grades that will! 
pay this profit. A fair profit on all papers made by it 
is all the company asks. We do not believe in demanding 
more. In proof of this we can show where we have 
voluntarily reduced the price on contracts made when 
news was at a big premium. Were it not for this company 
much higher prices would now have to be paid. All we 
want, as I said before, is a small, fair profit, and that a 
manufacturer cannot make by selling his paper at 2 cents.” 





To Combine Their Purchases of News.

Owosso, Mich., October 29:—The Inland Daily Press 
Association is considering the proposition of entering into 
a contract with paper mills direct to furnish the members 
of the association with news paper. The association at 
first considered the erection of a mill to manufacture 
paper for its own members, but the executive committee 
believed such a move ill advised, and recommended in its 
stead correspondence with the several manufacturers, with 
a view to entering into a contract. G. T. Campbell, editor 
of the Evening Argus, Owosso, Mich., the chairman of the 
executive committee, was appointed as the special repre- 
sentative of the association to correspond with paper mak- 
ers and get terms. As the association includes in its mem- 
bership over fifty dailies published in the smaller cities of 
Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Michigan and Wisconsin,

Will the Uncas Paper Company Take 
a McEwan License ? 





The Matter Not Yet Decided—The Parties in Interest De- 
cline to Confirm or Deny the Statement That a 
Settlement Has Been Reached—A News 
Board Manufacturer Talks. 


The announcement made in last week’s PAPER TRADE 
JourNnAL that the Uncas Paper Company, of Norwich, 
Conn., was to become’a member of the National News 
Board Company created widespread comment in board 
circles. Although the evidence was very strong that an 
agreement to that effect had been made, still the matter 
was treated as a rumor. This week the aspect of the 
affair has not changed. However, the absence of positive 
denials in regard to the story is construed as the strong- 
est kind of an admission that a satisfactory arrangement 
has been reached between these two powerful factors in 
the news board trade. 

When asked to either deny or affirm the report this 
week, Robert McEwan, Arthur von Briesen, the counsel 
for the National News Board Company, and a gentleman 
in the confidence of the officials of the Uncas Paper Com- 
pany all politely declined to say even one word in relation 
to the report. Other avenues of information therefore 
had to be sought. 

Speaking in regard to the report, one news board manu- 
facturer said to a representative of THe Paper TRADE 
Journa this week: “There is no doubt about the truth 
of the statement as made in your last issue. While I do 
not know that the matter has been closed up definitely, 
still I do know that negotiations have been going on for 
some time, and I am as sure as I want to be that a basis 
of agreement has been reached verbally. This agreement 
is now being reduced to writing by the attorneys repre- 
senting the Uncas Paper Company and the National News 
Board Company. Of course, it is barely possible that 
some legal hitch may postpone the signing of the papers 
for a short time. It will not be for long though, as the 
parties now understand each other pretty well.” 

In the board trade the prospect of harmony in the news 
board branch is a welcome relief. All handlers of boards 
say that the market has been demoralized since the Na 
tional Board and Paper Company assigned back to the 
McEwans the ownership of the news board patent. Now 
they feel that in a short time production will be regulated, 
list prices maintained and that there will be some profit in 
the business. 

The straw board and wood pulp board branches of the 
trade are also enthusiastic over the outlook. Everybody in 
the board line knows that the relations of the different 
grades are intimate and that prices must be maintained in 
a certain proportion or some one grade of board will 
suffer. 

With the Uncas Paper Company in the National News 
Board Company there is no doubt in the trade but that the 
news board market can be again controlled. This being the 
case the Paper Box Manufacturers’ Association will again 
have the power to fix price lists which must be lived up to 
Another meeting of this association is scheduled to take 
place in the near future. 

Among the many comments heard this week in relation 
to the coming change of affairs, one was to the effect that 
from the McEwan and the Uncas standpoints the settling 
of differences was a good stroke of business policy. 
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PAPER MARKET REPORTS. 


Trade Relatively Better in the West Than in the East— 
Fair Business at Holyoke—Boston 
Reports Irregular. 


A number of things have conspired to render this an 
“off” week in the trade. While no doubt about an average 
volume of business has been done, still the approaching elec- 
tion has had a deterrent effect. Neither buyers nor sellers 
of paper are in the right mood to talk shop. The paper 
men know that they can do little this and next week, and 
from all appearances they are not trying very hard. Many 
of them are interested in the big political demonstration 
which is scheduled for next Saturday. This has diverted 
their energies. Their customers on their part are disin- 
clined to order, except for bare needs. As they can in most 
cases postpone their purchases for a week or ten days, they 
are doing so. By that time they argue that the business at- 
mosphere will be clear and that they will then know where 
they stand. A number of large buyers have, however, con- 
cluded not to wait until after election before placing their 
orders. More of these have come into the market this week 
and made contracts. These men realize that there are hun- 
dreds of consumers of paper who, like them, have been 
holding back for very low quotations. They also know 
that most of this business must be placed very soon, with the 
result that higher prices will ensue. So since they have 
been unable to get the manufacturers to accept their orders 
at their own figures during the comparatively quiet months, 
they think it unlikely that they will succeed later on. In 
this decision they show their wisdom. If the handlers and 
large consumers of paper could have gotten along without 
ordering any paper at all for a few weeks or a month, in 
that case they could have dictated their own terms on the 
bulk of their business. But since they were forced to have 
some paper they split up their usual orders in such a way 
that the manufacturers were enabled to just keep running 
without having any business in reserve. Having tided over 
the uncertain months previous to the election, the paper 
manufacturers are now inclined to be a little independent 
in their demands. So, unless all signs fail, it looks as if 
quotations would be somewhat stiffer and business better 
next month. 





Fair Business in Holyoke. 


Western Massachusetts Office

There is nothing startling in the line of business to 
report this week. With some of the mills trade has been 
better than for some weeks. Other mills have had a fall- 
ing off in orders, and it can be safely stated that business 
has held its own with last week. Business at the present 
time is not nearly as good as for the corresponding period 
of last year. Last year was an exceptional year, and 
manufacturers say it is not wise to use the volume of busi- 
ness transacted last year for comparison. The business of 
October, 1900, when compared with four years ago, ex- 
ceeds that of 1896 by far. Prices have remained un- 
changed, and there is no prospect of lower prices. An 
unwritten law is said to have come into existence recently 
that prices must be maintained if the production is de- 
creased, and while it is known that strong efforts have 
been made on the part of some buyers to cut down the 
scale of prices, the attempt has proven ineffectual. Paper 
men in this section are satisfied that after next week trade 
will brighten up, and there will be a good business during 
the winter. They are also figuring on filling the “condi- 
tional orders” that have been piling up during the last 
three weeks. FErry.

Trade Steady in Philadelphia, 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, October 29.—Everybody is waiting for 
the result of the Presidential election, but meanwhile not 
a few jobbers are doing a lively business. Indeed, trade 
has kept up better this Presidential year than during any 
in the last decade or two. There were those who early 
this year prophesied that for once the proverbial pre- 
election quietness would be disturbed by the hum of in- 
dustry. They acknowledge now that they were slightly 
mistaken; but they are as positive that this year is an ex- 
ception as they are that after election business will im- 
prove decidedly. 

A. G. Elliot & Co. report a better October than for 
many years past. They are experiencing a larger num- 
ber of orders than usual, although the individual volume 
is small. This they regard as a sign that buyers are only 
meeting immediate needs and are not stocking up. They 
anticipate heavy sales when Presidential uncertainty has 
been dispelled and when the rising market offers a strong 
inducement to stock up. 

Dill & Collins report that they are running to their 
full capacity and that they have not been compelled to cut 
prices, even on book, to secure orders. They are of opin- 
ion that high grade book is not affected by the price 


softening. 

I. N. Megargee & Co.'s salesroom attests to lively busi- 
ness. They also report a large number of small sized 
orders. 


The Garrett-Buchanan Company is busy and is doing a 
satisfactory volume of business. 

Two weeks ago there was reported the sale of 30 tons 
of supercalendered book at less than 3.75 cents. The firm 
which filled the order said to-day: “This sale should not 
be taken as a criterion. There were unusual conditions 
surrounding it. The offer of 3.86 cents, less a cash dis- 
count, was made to a printer and not directly to the con- 


sumers, and it was not expected that an individual outside 


the trade would secure it at the quotation named. Then 
again the order was desirable in that it is all delivered at 
one time. At any rate, a mill made us a very good offer 
and we accepted. We made a good profit, and for the 
benefit of those who are eating sour grapes, I want to 
say that we are prepared to take more similar orders at 
these prices.” E. R. G. 





Miami Valley Trade Brisk. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, October 29.—The demand for nearly all 
grades of paper is brisk, and remarkably so for this season 
of the year, practically on the eve of a Presidential election. 
It is a fact that several mills report a surplus of orders. 
Notably is this true in the book market, as a number of 
fair sized orders are known to have been turned over to 
those who are less busy. None of the manufacturers are 
enjoying the height of prosperity, however, as the margins 
are too small, but as far as the volume of trade is con- 
cerned they are far and away ahead of expectations. 

The Miami Valley has had the most peculiar weather the 
past week, and the changes have. caused much grumbling. 
The mercury in the thermometer has been seeking the top at 
a lively rate, and during several afternoons it registered as 
high as 85 degrees. Palm leaf fans and linen dusters were 


seen in many mill offices and factories. This depressing 
weather, it was feared, would have a deleterious effect 
upon the general paper trade, but as far as ascertainable 
it has quickened every branch except the box and bucket 
trade. The latter line has been positively dull, and it is 
accounted for soleiy by the fact that the weather is unsea- 
sonable. The oyster pail industry has been temporarily 
paralyzed, while nearly all mercantile lines have been af 
fected to a greater or less extent. People are not buying 
hats, clothing or’ furnishings, and there is little use for hat 
or suit boxes and wrappings. It was the dullest week in 
the general business world Dayton has ever experienced, 
though directly the opposite in the old-line paper trade 
The increase has been at least 8 per cent. 

Dealers are alike active and say that they were never bet- 
ter satisfied than at present, considering the season and the 
prospective election disturbance. That there is much less 
unrest this fall than four years ago cannot be dis- 
puted. The writer recalls the fear and uneasiness of that 
period which were reflected from a news point almost 
steadily and uninterruptedly in these columns. 

Exactly what sort of a change may be anticipated after 
the election cannot be stated, but it is manifest that trades- 
men are giving themselves but small concern for the 
future. M. V. 


THE BRITISH PAPER TRADE. 


The Market Quiet—The Labor Market, so Far as the Paper 
Trade Is Concerned, Shows Improvement 
—Pulps High and Dull. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Lonvon, October 23.—There is little in trade matters 
nowadays that is out of the ordinary routine. Trade is 
not active, and manufacturers are not crowded with orders. 

According to the reports of the correspondents of the 
Board of Trade employment in the paper trade improved 
during September, the percentage of unemployed union 
members at the end of the month being only 2.1 compared 
with 3.0 in August and 3.6 per cent. in September last 
year. In the Tyne and Weir districts of the North of 
England two paper mills worked only thirty-six shifts out 
of a possible ninety, and three others ran full time; two 
more mills reported employment as being good. The 
chemical factories in the same neighborhood generally 
worked better. Pulp workers at Hartlepool reported em- 
ployment as being fair, and salt workers at Middlesborough 
as steady. At Middlewich the chemical workers reported 
employment as being only normal, but in the salt trade at 
Winsford it had declined. Paper mill workers at Leeds 
and the surrounding district were quiet, but the paper mak 
ers and chemical workers in the Sheffield, Barnsley and 
Rotherham districts were fairly well employed. Among 
the china clay workers of Plymouth and the Southwestern 
districts employment was good. The dispute in this 
trade which occurred in the neighborhood of Penzance 
towards the end of August, and lasted only a little over a 
week, terminated in favor of the employers, as the men 
(only about twenty-two of whom were involved) ultimate 
ly resumed work at the old rate of wages. 

There has continued to be talk of combination in som: 
branches of the trade, but up to the present there has bee: 
no substantial progress made in the matter. 

The pulp market is quiet. There is almost no call at al! 
for mechanical, but the Norwegian makers are not yield 
ing values. They complain very much of short water 
In soda and sulphite there is little business doing, bu' 
notwithstanding this the Scandinavian mill men are ver) 
stubborn in resisting demands for lower prices. 

The market for paper makers’ chemicals is quiet, bu 
prices are firm. Alkali, at £4 10s. to £5, has an upwat 
tendency. Caustic is reported scarce, 76 and 77 per cen 
standing at £11 2s. 6d. to £11 7s. 6d., and 70 per cent. £! 
to £10 7s. 6d. Soda Crystals are firm at £3 to £3 5s. Bleac! 
ing Powder is steady at £6 10s. to £7 for soft wood. Alu 
is firm, lump standing at £4 17s. 6d. and ground at £5 10s

Business is so good with the big stationery houses in 
this city that they have all called in their traveling men. 
It is said that nearly all these concerns are from three to 
six weeks behindhand on their orders.

Papeteries, &c., already packed in boxes 
are the only exception to this rule. These do not require 
much work in packing and shipping. As a large part of 
the business of these houses is in paper goods the large 
trade this year is felt in the paper industry.

The explosion in Tarrant’s drug store, corner Warren 
and Greenwich streets, which destroyed practically a whole 
block, did not happen to include any paper warehouses 
in the wholesale destruction which it wrought. It came 
dangerously near to the store of J. J. McCloskey, how- 
ever. His place of business is in the middle of the next 
block. Even at that comparatively safe distance it at one 
time looked as if fire would do the work that the explo- 
sion threatened.

One salesman well known in the trade 
happened to be in a restaurant in Murray street at the 
time of the explosion. As only the ceiling fell on him, he 
said he had “no kick coming.” 

The next meeting of the Association of Sulphite Manu- 
facturers is scheduled to take place at the Manhattan Hotel, 
in this city, on November 14.

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IMMENSE POWER DEVELOPMENT. 


What the St. Lawrence Power Company Is Doing at 
Massena, N. Y., to Provide Cheap Electric 
Power for Manufacturers. 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Massena, N. Y., October 29.—Last Saturday morning a 
party, composed of capitalists, scientists and the editors of 
a number of New York technicai papers, reached here on a 
special train for the purpose of devoting several days to an 
examination of the property of the St. Lawrence Power 
Company that is rapidly undergoing transformation into 
the largest power plant in the country. 

The company has constructed a canal, that is 16,200 feet 
in length, 197 feet in width, there being provision made for 
widening it to 263 feet. A very large part of the canal is 
completed, and it is expected that the entire work will be 
finished and the power plant in operation in June. The 
intake of the canal is at the St. Lawrence River, and the 
Grasse River forms a convenient tailrace. The cutting of 
the canal has been a great piece of work, but it has been 
rendered easier by the fact that it is entirely clear of rock 
formation, so that the excavation has been entirely by 
dredges of various kinds. This, of course, has very ma- 
terially reduced the cost of construction. The average 
depth of water in the canal will be not less than 18 feet. 

The power house, which is built upon the bed rock of the 
Grasse River, and which forms the dam across the canal, 
will ultimately have a length of 700 feet and a width of 150 
feet. At present only seven units, giving a length of 300 
feet, are under construction. The house is built of con- 
crete, and is one solid mass of 46,000 yards of this ma- 
terial, while its construction and appearance are such as to 
call forth commendations from all who have seen it. 

The fifteen 6,000 horse power turbines, or rather sets of 
turbines (each set consisting of six wheels), which will be 
here installed, are of the well-known Victor type, being 
built by the Stilwell-Bierce & Smith-Vaile Company, of 
Dayton, Ohio. These turbines will be placed upon hori- 
zontal shafts in three sets of two wheels each. This is in 
marked contrast to the turbines at Niagara, which, with 
their corresponding generators, are mounted upon vertical 
shafts. The Niagara shafts are 150 feet in length, while 
the horizontal shafts at Massena are only 80 feet long. The 
six turbines of each set will develop power sufficient to op- 
erate one 5,000 horse power generator. Such strectaral dif- 
ferences as there are between the two outfits are due to the 
difference in the character of the two waterways, the fall at 
Massena being less, and the volume of water greater than 
at Niagara. 

The power house will have a height of about 60 feet, giv- 
ing ample head room for an 85 ton overhead electric travel- 
ing crane, that will run throughout the entire length of the 
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power house. In addition to the fifteen sets of turbines for 
driving the large generators, there will here. be installed 
three smaller turbines, operating three direct current gen- 
erators, to be used as exciters for the main machines. Di- 
rect current is required for exciting alternating current ma- 
chines, and this may be furnished by a small direct current 
machine rotating on the same shaft with the large machine, 
or else separately driven. For the plant of the power com- 
pany, as in practically all other large supply systems, sep- 
arate exciters are provided, and in this case they are op- 
erated on separate ‘shafts, and by separate turbines. 

Each of the enormous main generators, giving an output 
of 5,000 horse power, will weigh 175 tons. The generators 
will stand about 22 feet above the tops of the foundations, 
and each machine will measure on the ground 22x18 feet. 
The generator shaft is a continuation of the shaft upon 
which one set of the turbines is mounted. This shaft car- 
ries the revolving field, which is in effect an enormous steel 
wheel, 15 feet in diameter and 3 feet wide, cast with ten 
massive spokes. This field magnet is designed to rotate 
at a speed of 150 revolutions per minute, which gives a 
speed at the circumference of about 134 miles per minute. 
This huge wheel carries twenty externally projecting pole 
pieces, and rotates within a large stationary ring built up of 
thin soft steel disks held by a massive outside cast iron yoke. 
These thin steel disks constitute the stationary element of 
the magnetic circuit of the generator. Along the inner face 
of the huge ring, which is thus built up of thin disks, are 
provided slots in which are laid the copper conductors of 
the armature. These copper bars are mica insulated. The 
rotating wheel (which, with its projecting pole pieces and 
copper windings supplied with current from the separate 
exciting machines, forms the field magnet of the generator) 
induces an alternating current in the copper windings of the 
stationary outer ring or armature. It f$ this current, which, 
at a pressuse of 2,200 volts, will give an electrical output 
of 5,000 horse power. This enormous current is carried to 
a main switchboard, the various machines being connected 
therewith by means of a set of massive copper bus-bars. 

The method by which the output of 75,000 horse power 
will be controlled possesses unusual interest. on account 
of its simplicity. One man manipulating a series of elec- 
tric buttons, arranged on a small stand, will be able to 
control instantaneously a power as great as that of three 
of the largest ocean steamships. Running the length of 
the power house will be a raised platform, in the middle 
of which will be built a central controlling stand, made 


* desk‘ fashion and semi-circulart im shape} .so* tha® ar en- * 


gineer stationed at its centre will have within reach the 
controlling apparatus of the entire station. This control- 
ling stand will carry a number of marble slabs or tablets 
(one for each generator), upon which will be mounted 
small controlling keys. These keys are arranged on the 
interlocking system, and they will operate, by means of 
local battery circuits, a series of compressed air valves 









and pistons. The latter will, in turn, control a series o{ 
fiiteen switching stands, one for each generator, equipped 
with the necessary cut-outs and switches. The stand wil 
be located under the raised platform and approximatel, 
opposite its corresponding generator. Each stand wi! 
carry three-pole carbon shunt circuit breakers, in serie; 
with which will be three-pole double throw switches, Th: 
circuit breakers and switches are controlled by means oj 
compressed air, as previously stated, from the central 
controlling stand operated by the engineer. Stands 
similar to the switching stands are provided for the 
different outgoing circuits. In front of the operator, 
and raised high enough above him to afford a clear view 
of the floor of the entire station, are groups of indicating 
instruments, in the circuits of the various generators. The 
operator thus has under his eye at every moment the 
huge generators themselves, their corresponding switches 
and indicating instruments, and in reach of his fingers are 
the electric buttons by means of which the entire plant 
is regulated and controlled. 

This arrangement is the nearest approach to the ideal 
method that has ever been worked out. It affords a positive 
system of control, from a central viewpoint ; the controlling 
apparatus is operated pneumatically, by which means man- 
ual labor is entirely dispensed with, and this greatly in- 
creases the precision and speed with which the electric out- 
put may be regulated. It affords a complete isolation of the 
different generators and their switches, thus greatly dimin 
ishing the chances of accident, and it removes the operator 
entirely from contact with the electric conductors them- 
selves, thus obviating all risk of personal injury. Behind 
the operator, and occupying positions corresponding to the 
switching stands, will be located a series of pneumatically 
controlled rheostats for regulating the magnetic fields of the 
different generators. 

Massena is well located. The New York Central and the 
Grand Trunk lines intersect here, and the Vermont Cen- 
tral Railroad and the New York and Ottawa Railroad come 
within a short distance of the town. Large lake vessels 
may be admitted to the power company’s canal, thus af- 
fording direct communication by water with the lake sys- 
tem. 

It is the plan of the company to offer inducements for 
the establishment of industries at Massena by furnishing 
power at a very low rate, and already applications for a 
large amount of power have been made. The company 
owns 1,600 acres of land suitable for good manufacturing 
siteé} and these it proposes to sell or lease to manufacturers 
at reasonable figures. It will promptly furnish to applicants 
any information that may be desired.

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DEATH OF N. H. BROKAW. 


It Occurred at Kaukauna, Wis., on Tuesday Last—Sick for 
a Long Time—Had Been Improving— 
Sudden Relapse. 


[BY WIRE FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


AppLeton, Wis., October 30.—N. H. Brokaw, of Kau- 
kauna, who was connected with the Kaukauna Fibre 
Company, the Northwest Paper Company, the Falls 
Manufacturing Company and the Wausau Paper Mills 
Company, died at 7 o’clock this morning. He had been 
sick for a long time, and was improving until yesterday 
morning, when he suffered a relapse, which proved fatal. 





Norman Henry Brokaw, son of William C. and Mary 
C. Brokaw, was born in Centreville, Mich., on October 11, 
1857, being descended on his mother’s side from Ritten- 
house, the owner of the first American paper mill. He 
was educated in the high school at Three Rivers, Mich., 
from which he was graduated in 1874, and in Kalamazoo 
College, from which he was graduated in 1877 with the 
degree of B. S. After leaving college he studied law, 
and in 1878 was admitted to the bar, practicing law for 
about a year. His vacations had been spent in a straw 
pulp mill at Three Rivers, and finally he forsook the law 
and became the manager of the Three Rivers Pulp Co. 

In 1881 he became the manager of the Marinette and 
Menominee Paper Company, moving to Marinette, Wis., 
remaining there for several years and supervising the con- 
struction of the Nos. 1 and 2 paper mills. In 1884 he or- 
ganized. the Falls Manufacturing Company, of Oconto 
Falls, Wis., and up to the time of his death retained the 
management. of the company. At first the company 
manufactured only ground wood, but in 1891 it erected a 
10 ton sulphite plant, and in 1804 a one-machine paper 
mill, a second machine being added later. 

In 1889 he organized the Kaukauna Fibre Company, at 
Kaukauna, Wis., to which place he had moved in 188s. 
There he began the manufacture of sulphite fibre, and re- 
mained the manager of the plant up to the time of his 
death. He was successful in the sulphite line, he himself 
attributing that success to his acid plant, which he de- 
vised in 1880, taking out a patent on it. 

In 1883 he invented and patented the first hydraulic feed 
pump grinder used, the first one being used in the mill of 
the Marinette and Menominee Paper Company, the re- 
sults being so satisfactory that the entire plant was later 
equipped with the machine. The West was slow to take 
up the invention, and the second mill to use it was that of 
Hugh J. Chisholm, at Livermore Falls, Me. In 1884 Mr. 
Brokaw sold his patent to a syndicate of wood pulp men, 
and later the machine came into general use. Mr. Bro-

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kaw also invented a rewinder that will rewind paper 100 
inches or more in width on a single shaft. 

In 1885 he organized the Brokaw Pulp Company, this 
company buying the old Ledyard pulp mills. These mills 
he ran until 1890, when he sold them to the Badger Paper 
Company. Shortly afterward he organized the Kaukauna 
Fibre Company, which built an 8 ton sulphite plant. Of 
this concern he was secretary, treasurer and general man-

ager. Mr. Brokaw was one of the active participants in 
the formation of the Wood Pulp Company of Appleton, 
Wis.; was a director in the Bank of Kaukauna, having held 
that position since 1886, and since 1887 had been the presi- 
dent of the Building and Loan Association of Kaukauna. 

On September 1, 1880, at Climax, Mich., he married 
Kate M. Edmonds, who, with a son, survives him. Mr. 
Brokaw was widely known throughout the trade and was 
held in high esteem by all who were fortunate enough to 
be acquainted with him.

Holyoke Has Pull Supply of Water—Other Parts of New 
England Complain—Heavier Flow in Miami Valley 
—The Wisconsin Supply.

Holyoke mills are running without restriction as to the 
use of water this week. So far as could be learned to-day 
no restrictions have been placed on the mills for some time.

Streams in this section, outside of Holyoke, are furnish- 
ing the usual amount of water for this month. Mills are 
able to secure all of the coal they want under their con- 
tracts, but at prices in advance of those paid last year.

Black River Valley Not Well Supplied. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., October 29.—With the cessation of 
the heavy rainfall of the summer being succeeded by a 
dry fall, the river is naturally suffering somewhat, and 
there is not the abundance of water for the mill wheels that 
there was during July and August, September and the 
early part of October. The dwindling has been noticed 
for the past fortnight, and the storage reservoirs have 
- been drawn heavily upon. The advent of the expected 
heavy fall rains is now awaited by mill owners. The river 
has been so low for a couple of weeks as to hinder seri- 
ously the running of the pulp mills in this city and below 
it, including those of Brownville, but the situation was 
bettered on Tuesday of last week. The river then began 

to rise to its normal height. F. M. 


New England Short of Water.

Larger Streams in the Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, October 29—There has been an in- 
creased flow in the Miami, Mad and Stillwater rivers the 
past week. For several days the water was extremely 
muddy and the sudden rise indicated that heavy rains 
had descended north and east of Dayton. However, the 
local precipitation was of no consequence with one pos- 
sible exception. It had been freely predicted that the 
present hot spell would terminate with heavy rains and 
storms, and this is not considered unlikely. M. V. 





Changes in Wisconsin Supply. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., October 29—Water power conditions 
in this part of Wisconsin have changed quite decidedly 
within a week past. Then the Wisconsin River was 
relatively high and the Fox relatively low, while now the 
Wisconsin is relatively low and the Fox relatively high. 
That is to say, while the Wisconsin has been falling the 
Fox has been rising. The Fox River is now higher than 
it has been before at this time of the year for a score of 
years, the level of the lake being 14 inches above the crest 
of the Menasha dam. Not only is every wheel pulling all 
the water it can take, but one day last week the sluices 
in the dams were opened, and since that time a large 
amount of water, nearly as much as is being put to useful 
purpose, is finding escape wastefully through the dams. 
The opening of the sluices makes it certain that the level 
of the lake will not go any higher, and in fact it is reported 
from the headwaters of the Wolf River that the doods 


there are subsiding, so that the quantity of water coming 
down into Lake Winnebago will be lessened from this time 
forward. The sluices will be operated to keep the water 
at about its present height as long as possible. Manu- 
facturers generally feel that the prospect is very bright 
for good water power all winter. 

On the Wisconsin River the flood within the past week 
has rapidly subsided. During the high stage two of the 
headgates in the dam at Port Edwards gave way, letting 
a» considerable amount of water over the town, which, 
however, ran off in a few hours. In order to let this water 
off a small channel was cut across the island to the main 
channel of the river, and the quantity of water that went 
through it eventually cut quite a large opening. A large 
amount of débris was lodged, which will probably have to 
be removed by a dredge. The John Edwards Manufac- 
turing Company is now repairing the headgates and filling 
up the ditch, and will be able to start its mill in a short 
time. The high water did no damage at the mill of the 
Nekoosa Paper Company. At the mill of the Grand 
Rapids Pulp and Paper Company a portion of an embank- 
ment was’ washed away, but the damage was not sufficient 
to shut the mill down. Fox River. 


The Wellhouse Paper Company Troubles.

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MICHIGAN’S TIMBER INTERESTS. 


A Trip Through the Northern Part of the State—Pulp 
Wood Disappearing—A Butter Dish Factory— 
The Canadian Supply. 





[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, October 29.—During your correspond- 
ent’s recent trip through Northern Michigan he made a 
few casual observations which may prove of interest to 
the trade. Chief of all was the rapidly disappearing tim- 
ber supply. Frequent drives were taken in the virgin for- 
ests, the densest. of the most famous district of Gaylord 
County and surrounding country. The great pine forests 
of North Carolina are less majestic. One striking feature 
was noticeable—the timber used by the paper maker exists 
only in memory. Spruce, pine and all of the available 
forest trees are growing more scarce as days roll on. A 
certain Dayton concern has made a vast expenditure in 
that county, establishing the largest last block and bowl- 
ing pin and ball factory in the world, in order to be in 
the heart of the timber district of Michigan. Prizes in 
gold, aggregating many hundreds of dollars, are offered 
annually, and all of the deliveries are made in midwinter 
on sledges. This is the cheapest mode of transporting 
logs, and many millions of feet, which finally are turned 
out in the finished product, and shipped to England, Eu- 
rope and Australia, are received within several months’ 
time. The lumbering interests are heaviest in that sec- 
tion of the State. A certain hoop and mill works located 
in that county may soon find it necessary to secure a new 
location owing to the rapidly diminishing timber. It is 
an immense concern and has a branch at Minneapolis. 

While sitting on the veranda surrounding the second 
story of the principal hotel of that section, the writer was 
‘ puzzled to make out the cause of a dense smoke two miles 
distant. The splendor of that scene was unequaled by 
anything witnesed in the spectacular for some time. Grad- 
ually the smoke drew nearer and fell upon the hustling 
little city like a pall. The leading manufacturers of the 
place, including the Dayton concern, which is most ag- 
gressive of all, were soon battling the flames within a 
couple hundred feet of their works, and it was then easy 
to comprehend that Upper Michigan was contending 
with one of its famous forest fires. Expert fire fighting 


forces are maintained by the factories, and the town and 
its industries were saved from destruction. 

“Forest fires are the bane of this region,’ remarked a 
veteran; “but for them Michigan would still be in its 
prime; but, alas! the fine, large trees are rapidly disap- 
pearing under the axe of the sturdy lumberman afid under 
the destructive force of the natural elements.” 

Despite the claim that the forests have been thinned 
remarkably fast in recent years, one would scarcely think 
so to make a tour of that region. The writer was driven 
a distance of many miles over a hilly country, and in 
many quarters, where bear and wild game are abundant, 
it seemed utterly impossible to grope your way, with strong- 
ly built carriage and a team of heavy horses, out of the 
thick growth of trees. The pine forest views of North 
Carolina can scarcely be compared with the magnificence 
of Upper Michigan scenery. Yet they say, and those who 
speak authoritatively say it, that the timber supply is rap- 
idly waning. This may be true of pulp wood, but con- 
siderable hardwood timber remains. 

A stop was made at Port Huron and inquiries insti- 
stuted there, and the discouraging word received that 
only the previous week the last large shipment of pulp 
wood expected for many a day had been received. A 
short time later, in a once thriving timber district in 
Michigan, the only remaining spruce tree was cut down 
by the woodman’s axe with much ceremony and pomp. 
It was a sad spectacle. And it is doubly distressing to 
the Michigan commonwealth to appreciate that as a timber 
State it is fast decaying. Hardwood interests, however, 
are still safe, but even in this respect the resources have 
diminished in recent years, and the forest fires are largely 
responsible for conditions. Certain parts of Michigan, 
however, still hold a prestige. 

Saginaw, for instance, still maintains large interests. 
The Carter-Crume Company, in which Daytonians are 
largely interested, owns a butter plate factory there among 
its widely diversified possessions. When the writer was 
in Michigan, a decided impetus to Saginaw’s growth as 
a manufacturing centre was given by the organization of 
the American Fibre Company, with a capital stock of 
$200,000. The company will manufacture wood pulp pails, 
vessels, packages and other articles made of wood pulp 
or wood fibre. Salt and the products of salt and brine 
will also be manufactured, the salt to be made by the ex- 


haust steam. It had long been considered that Saginaw 


is the natural location for an industry of this type. The 
timber can be obtained with small expense as to shipment 
both by rail and water. The steadily increasing demand 
for articles made of wood pulp has attracted the attention 
of capitalists from all parts of the country, and those in 
Saginaw are not in arrears in the least. The Board of 
Trade evinced a lively interest in the matter, and it was 
not long before $50,000 had been subscribed, Andrew 
Stark and William Seyffardt each taking $10,000; Emil F. 
Achard and Frank R. Gauschon, $5,000 each; H. H. Brix, 
John L, Jackson and Louis Liskow, $2,500 each, and the 
following $1,000 each: Weiner Groening, William 
Barie, S. E. Symons, Chas. E. Brenner, Richard Kuher, 
J. W. Symons, John Parth, E. C. Ewen and Donald Hen- 
derson. The remaining $700 was taken up readily. All 
are Saginaw men, excepting Andrew Stark. The latter 
was elected president; J. W. Symons, vice-president, and 
William Seyffardt, secretary and treasurer. 

Pulp timber for the company’s use will be obtained 
from the very district the writer visited, and also from 
Canada, and the plant will have a capacity of 400 dozen 
pails per day at the start, when buckets for packing lard, 
mince meat, candies, &c., will be manufactured. 

That some of the timber will be secured in Canada is 
significant of the fact that Michigan’s supply is petering 
out. A couple of years since your correspondent wrote a 
series of articles from Canadian centres and Sault Ste. 
Marie, where the largest pulp mill in the world is located 
At that time President Francis Clergue courteously 
escorted your representative through the immense stone 
structure, and it was a source of gratification to observe 
long lines of grinders and other machinery furnished by 
Dayton concerns. At that time in correspondence from 
Les Cheneau Islands the writer made the prediction that 
the States would call upon Canada for its pulp and wood 
supplies, sooner or later, and the truth of this is exempli- 
fied much sooner than anticipated. There are sufficient 
wooded islands in the Georgian Bay alone to supply the 
United States with pulp wood for many years. Resources 
of the more prolific mainland are unlimited. M. V.

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The Market for News. 


The course of the news paper market has been closely 
followed in the news columns of THe Paper Trape Jour- 
NAL, and the recent announcement of the closing of con- 
tracts for New York newspapers at about 2 cents per pound 
has attracted wide attention. 

Newspaper publishers have steadily insisted that there 
was a large new product coming on the market, and that 
because of this prices would break. They now point to re- 
cent large contracts as demonstrating that their forecast of 
events was right. 

The paper manufacturers, on the other hand, say that the 
publishers are entirely wrong. They claim that the con- 
tracts referred to were taken by a new mill, that naturally 
had to offer inducements to publishers in order to get a 
foothold in the market. They also add that that mill hav- 
ing sold almost its whole production for the year is now 
out of the market. They insist that the prices named in 
these contracts is exceptional, and that other contracts can- 
not be made at the same figures, there being no surplus of 
product and the output for 1901 being now practically un- 
der contract. The larger producer names considerably 
higher figures and others corroborate the statements made, 
so that it would seem as though news paper at least is not 
likely to be any lower. 


Newly Discovered Liability for Directors. 

The New York Court of Appeals has just handed down 
a decision that is of interest and importance to direc- 
tors of companies. It is in the case of Morgan vs. Head- 
strong. It appears that the Franklin Ice Manufacturing 
Company issued bonds to the extent of $120,000 in 1883, 
payable in 1893, and secured by a mortgage on its real 
property. The defendant did not become a director until 
June, 1895, two years after the maturity of the bonds. 
In 1896 the corporation failed to file its annual report 
with the County Clerk and the Secretary of State of New 
York. The court held that, nevertheless, the defendant 
and all the other directors were personally, liable for all 
of the bonds of. the company upon which the company 
had made default in payment. 

The court holds, in substance, that bonds of a corpora- 
tion, even though secured by mortgage, are debts within 
the meaning of the statutes of 1890, section 30 of which 
requires every domestic corporation and every foreign 
corporation doing business in New York to file an annual 
report in this State. Heretofore it has been assumed 
that bonds secured by a mortgage did not belong to that 
class of indebtedness for which directors were liable in 
case of their default to file an annual report, and it has 
not been the practice of members of the bar, nor the 
understanding in Wall Street, that it was necessary to 
include such a mortgage bond issue in the list of in- 
debtedness. 

It would seem as though one effect of this decision 
would be to make of some value bonds now considered

proven that the company failed to file its annual report 
and that any of the directors at the time of such negli- 
gence were financially responsible.

Imports and Exports. 

The details of the returns of imports and exports for 
the month of September and for the nine months ended 
September 30, 1900, together with comparisons with pre- 
vious corresponding periods are printed in full on another 
page. .

1899, we imported paper to the value of $2,490,949, so that 
in the nine months period this year we increased our paper

was much larger. For instance, the business of Septem- 
ber, 1900, $652,149, shows a gain of $193,253, when com- 


pared with $458,806, the value of similar business in Sep- 


In the nine months period ended Septem- 


tember, 1899. 
ber 30, 1900, we exported paper to the value of $5,155,915, 
and in the corresponding period ended September 30, 1899, 
we exported paper to the value of $4,246,311. A compari- 
son of these figures makes clear the fact that in the first 
nine months we made a gain of $909,604 in our export 
business. 

Looking at the matter in another way also gives satis- 
faction. For instance; in the nine months ended Septem- 
ber 30, 1900, our imports of paper aggregated in value 
$2,996,565 and our exports $5,155,915, which leaves a clean 
balance of trade in our favor of $2,159,565, quite a tidy 
amount. 

The figures in the wood pulp department continue to 
show that we are yet buyers of that commodity, for while 
in the nine months ended September 30, 1899, we im- 
ported $598,146 worth of pulp, the same account for the 
nine months ended September 30, 1900, aggregated 
$1,921,932. Our exports grew only slightly, being for 
these periods $543,575 and $583,924, respectively. In other 
words, in the first nine months of this year our purchases 
of wood pulp exceeded our sales by $1,338,008 


Some of the Canadian papers keep nagging the Govern- 
ment very persistently for the course that it has pursued in 
the granting of concessions for pulp and paper mills. The 
Toronto Globe in speaking of the Nepigon grant says: 
“The objectionable feature of this and similar deals is that 
the men to whom the concessions are granted do not them- 
selves intend to carry out the terms of the contract. Mr. 
Rowell and Mr. Flett are neither of them lumber or paper 
manufacturers. They obtained this concession from the 
Government, not with the intention of embarking in the 
pulp business, but to peddle the document they received 
from the Commissioner of Crown Lands. The company has 
four years in which to expend the $200,000 called for. In 
the meantime, it should not be difficult to sell the concession 
for a large sum of money. We are credibly informed that 
Mr. Rowell’s syndicate are now offering their concession 
for $100,000.” To an outsider it looks very much as though 
there was a fair chance for some further scandal in the 
Canadian paper and pulp campaign, and if there is it will 
have a decidedly damaging effect on the industrial pros- 
pects of the country. 


The export business in paper at the port of New York 
this week reached large proportions, the total value being 
$95,905, and the shipments embracing 24 cases, 222 bales 
150 rolls, 8,304 packages and 23 bundles. This is a very 
handsome business, and is well up toward the high wate: 
mark. The heaviest buyer was Australia, whose bill was 
$74,372, the purchases of some other places being as fol 
lows: London, $7,335; Chili, $2,024; Brazil, $1,335; Dun 
dee, $1,164. 


A publishers’ association, that comprises in its member 
ship some fifty papers in the Middle Western States, has 
brought forward a scheme by which a central buying 
agency, representing the association, shall buy the pape' 
needed by the members. The official charged with making 
the purchases invites paper manufacturers to submit propo 
sitions. It will be of much interest to the trade at this tim 
to watch what the results of this experiment will be. 


In the news board market there is a good deal of intere: 
evinced in the question as to whether the Uncas Paper Com 
pany will join the National News Board Company, and b: 
gin again to make boards under the McEwan patent. It : 
rumored that the two companies are now considering th 
matter, and the negotiations will probably be completed « 
declared off very shortly. Meantime the other members « 
the trade are speculating on the result. 


There has been a great deal of talk concerning the ava! 
ability of rice straw as a raw material for the paper manu 
facturer. An effort is now being made to organize a con 
pany to build a mill at Crowley, La., in which this stoc 
will be used. Certain New York capitalists are willing t 
embark in the venture, providing the people of Crowle 
will subscribe $35,000 to the capital stock. It is more tha 
likely that the effort will be successful.

This is particularly true of those whose plants ar¢ 
located on the less important watercourses.

Improvement at the Nekoosa Mill.

AppLeton, Wis., October 29.—Brief mention has pre- 
viously been made at intervals of the improvement work 
which has been going on for several months past at the 
mill of the Nekoosa Paper Company on the Wisconsin 
River, the principal thing being the addition of a fourth 
paper machine. The dryers and calender stack of the new 
stack of the new machine are up, and the wet end is now 
being erected, it being hoped to have the machine going 
in about three weeks. The new No. 4 will be a fast run- 
ning machine, one of the best the Pusey & Jones Com- 
pany can turn out. It will make news paper, and one of 
the other machines will be changed onto fibre papers, 
which will make the capacity of the mill, with the four 
machines running, 50 tons of news and 15 tons each of 
manilas and fibre papers per day, a total of 80 tons of 
paper. Space for the No. 4 machine was provided at the 
time of the addition of the No. 3 machine, but during 
last summer a new finishing building, 144x164 feet in di- 
mensions, was added.

BENJAMIN F. PERKINS. 

Benjamin F. Perkins, one of Holyoke’s prominent 
citizens and manufacturers, died suddenly at the City 
Hospital, Holyoke, Mass., on October 25, death following a 
surgical operation. 

Mr. Perkins was born in Sunapee, N. H., July 21, 1826. 
He went to Holyoke in 1857. He was the master me- 
chanic for the Hampden mills in 1873, when the decision 
was reached by him to open a machine shop in Holyoke. 
In the Cabot street mill fire of 1888, after being in business 
fifteen years, he lost everything. In the following year 
he rebuilt his factory and began business again under the 
name of B. F. Perkins & Son. This firm was preparing 
to remove into the new factory on Crescent street when 
Mr. Perkins was stricken with the fatal illness. 

B. F. Perkins & Son own the Stony Brook Paper Com- 
pany plant in South Hadley. Mr. Perkins was also presi- 
dent of the Japanese Tissue Company, of South Hadley. 
Mr. Perkins had been an active resident of Holyoke and 
was recognized as an early settler. He was a man of 
excellent qualifications and domestic in his tastes. He 
leaves a widow and five sons. The funeral services were 
held on Monday last. 


The Aldrich Paper Company’s Plant. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

GouverRNneEuR, N. Y., October 29.—The exterior mason 
work of the mill of the Aldrich Paper Company will be 
completed in about a month. Already the walls of the 
paper, pulp and boiler departments are ready for the grind- 
ers, and the entire corps of masons are engaged on the 
northeastern wall of the machine shop. The machine 
shop is 202 feet by 75 feet, Two of the walls are ready for 
the grinders and a third is now about 25 feet high. The 
foundation of the short wall of this part has just been laid, 
as the work of removing refuse matter has just been com- 
pleted in that part of the work. The floor is partially laid 
in the machine shop. Being about 25 feet from the ground 
at the lower end of the mill, the floor is laid of 3 inch 
hardwood planks on 50 feet iron joists. This will be cov- 
ered with 4% inch hardwood timber. Beneath the floor 
at the lower end will be a basement containing drive 
wheels, gears, &c. The ground floor has yet to be graded 
and cemented. The upper floors will be supported by 
hollow iron posts resting on stone abutments. 

There have been constructed several hundred abutments, 
about 3 feet square and mounting 5 feet above the water, 
upon which will rest the large flume, 500 feet long, 30 feet 
wide and 16 feet high. The flume will be built wholly of 
timbers which are about to be laid. Near the end of the 
flume will be seven water wheels, which will set in the bot- 
tom of the flume. The wheels are a modern machine, 
known as the Trumb draft tube wheel. 

The old bulkhead and flume formerly used at the box 
shop were revived last week, so that work might begin to- 
day on taking away a part of the hill. In order to give 
room for railroad track, work will begin this week on the 
digester department, which will be built to the height of

The contract has been awarded to Con- 
tractor Coombs, of Somersworth, N. H. The coffer dam 
is now being put in place. 

The Esleeck Paper Company, Turners Falls, Mass., is to 
build a coal pocket 150 by 40 feet. The foundation will be 
put in at once, and James H. Thomas has the contract. 
The foundation will, it is expected, be used for an addi- 
tion which the company expects to erect in the spring, to 
be used as a finishing room. 


The Star paper mill property at Shortsville, N. Y., which 
has been standing idle for several years, has been leased 
by the Lawless Paper Company, of Rochester. Several ma- 
chanics are busy at work getting the machinery ready for 
business, and the proprietors hope to have the mill in op- 
eration some time next month. 

The Watertown (N. Y.) Paper Company has given up 
the making of butchers’ manila at present, and is now run- 
ning on hanging papers exclusively. This departure has 
been in force about a fortnight. It has been some time 
since this class of papers has been made in this mill, ma- 
nilas having held the boards for a long period. 

The Paul A. Sorg Paper Company, of Middletown, 
Ohio, has increased its capital stock to $200,000. The 
company has made many improvements, and will be one 
of the most important factors in the jute and manila paper 
lines in Ohio. Recently the mill was placed in operation, 
and the demand for its product since that time has in- 
creased steadily, and has justified the expenditure of | more 
money, which is contemplated. 7 

The Phceenix Pulp and Paper Mill, of Dansville, N. Y., 


has now 


is advertised to be sold at auction November 13. This was 
originally the Whiteman Paper Mill, and has been through 
several hands, the last owners being the New York National 
Building and Loan Association, which went into the 
hands of a receiver, who now advertises the property for 
sale. Negotiations are now in progress looking toward 
securing options upon a right of way over lands necessary 
to lay a switch from the railroad station to the paper mill. 

The Malone Paper Company, Malone, N. Y., expects to 
start its new sulphite mill this week. It is a to ton mill, 
equipped with one digester, and will be sufficiently large 
to care for the needs of this thriving company. The paper 
plant is now running on colored hangings. An old cylinder 
machine there has been dispensed with and a new 78 inch 
Fourdrinier installed in its place. This will make the plant 
a two-machine mill, there being already a 68 inch Four- 
drinier running. The plant has its own pulp mill, and with 
the starting of the new sulphite mill will employ 100 hands. 


The C. R. Remington & Son Mills, of the International 
Paper Company, Watertown, N. Y., are running full in the 
several departments, mostly on contract orders. A new 
Poole roll grinder is being installed, so that the Inter- 
national people can take care of the grinding of their own 
calender rolls, &c., which innovation they have felt the need 
for some time. By the introduction of this grinder much 
work that had heretofore to be sent to the machine and re- 
pair shops can be done on the spot and a big expense saved. 
A building is being built to the east of the main one for the 
installation of this new machine. 

Mill “B’ of the International Paper Company, Water- 
town, N. Y., is running on bag papers, the machines having 
been engaged on them for the past three weeks. There 
are two machines in this mill. Mill “A” is down at pres- 
ent, but will be started as soon as the repairs about the 
plant are completed. The work on the new flume is being 
rushed and will probably be finished inside of the month. 
A complete new flume is being built, replacing the old 
structure, and a pair of 39 inch McCormick wheels will be 
provided. The sulphite mill is running steadily with a big 
product of fine quality. No. 4 pulp mill and the upper pa- 
per mill at Glen Park are also being run. 

The Elkton (Md.) Pulp Works, which are now under- 
going improvements and repairs, will resume operations in 
a week or so, and have a capacity of 50,000 pounds of pulp 
daily. Frank McChesney becomes superintendent and Mr. 
Marster chief chemist and general superintendent of both 
the pulp works and the Providence Paper Mills. John Dob- 
son, late of Manayunk, Pa., has been appointed foreman of 
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the pulp works. The improvements include the replacing 
of all old machinery with that of the latest pattern. Four 
new digesters, 27 feet in length, have been put in. The 
reservoir, supplied with spring water, has been repaired, 
and its capacity is 600,000 gallons every twenty-four hours. 
The brick smokestack, which has been replaced by iron 
one, will be torn down. 

Operations on the site of the St. Regis Paper Com- 
pany mill, at Eggleston, N. Y., are progressing rapidly. 
The roofs are on several of the buildings. The boiler 
house, finishing room and two machine rooms are roofed. 
The roofs are of asphalt, supported with iron beams. The 
walls of the sulphite mill are looming skyward and are 
rapidly proceeding to the top. The concrete floors in the 
machine rooms are laid and others are being laid in the 
several stories of the sulphite mill. The foundations for 
the wood pulp grinding plant are being put in, and are 
also of concrete. The draught tubes for the water wheels 
are in place and the work on the bulkhead and the wheel 
chambers will soon be completed. At the present rate 
of progress the canals are expected to be finished before 
cold weather. The buildings will be covered over before 
that and the installation of the machinery will begin as 
soon as the several buildings are inclosed. 


Coal Combination in the Miami Valley. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, October 29.—That paper manufacturers 
are fighting a coal combination in this valley, in common 
with other factory owners, has been in evidence in Dayton 
for some time. In a case in the Common Pleas Court of 
Butler County (in Hamilton, Ohio) the past week the fact 
was established that a 900 ton contract had been let, all of 
the dealers but one entering into a combine to maintain a 
price of $3.14 per ton. One of the dealers who sought to 
cut this price from 14 to 34 cents per ton was promptly 
squelched by Eastern mine owners, who refused to sell him 
the needed product. This fact was brought out in the 
trial, as well as the statement that the price on the contract 
was fixed in a Pittsburg office at the connivance of Ham- 
ilton dealers. A certain coal dealer sought an injunction 
against further delivery of the coal, claiming it to be of 
inferior quality and setting forth substantially the facts 
above related. A number of expert witnesses from distant 
cities were examined. 

Locally, no change in the coal market has been made. 
The warm weather of the week gave dealers an opportunity 
to deliver-a large amount of steam coal, as there was but 
little domestic consumption. M. V.

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AMONG THE MILLS. 


Trolley Service and Its Value to Paper Milis—The 
Proper Pitch for the Sides of the Hopper 
of a Chip Bin. 


[STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 
Batuston, N. Y., October 29.—It is not in every place 
that the street railway system of the city is as accommo- 
dating as it is in this burg, where it not only carries pas- 
sengers to and from the pulp mills of the Union Bag and 

Paper Company, but carries their freight also. It is 
arranged in this way: Some very heavy combination 
passenger and baggage cars are run upon the line of street 
railway in question and do the hauling of freight along 
the tracks of the corporation, also the switching of all 
freight cars through the streets of the town, racks being 
laid for that purpose and equipped with the necessary 
overhead trolley wires. The scheme is pretty slick. Not 
only is all the freight and express matter of several con- 
cerns handled with dispatch and at a very moderate cost, 
but the motor car drops its freight business when neces- 
sary and runs to the railway station at the arrival and 
departure of all trains. At morning, noon and night the 
cars of the street railway are in evidence as passenger 
carriers, and at other times, when in a place the size of 
Ballston there is little travel, the heavy motor cars are 
rushing tons and tons of freight up the steep street grades 
in a manner which the best teaming outfit cannot begin 
to approach, to say nothing of touching. The system is 
good. In semi-country towns, where there is not pas- 
senger traffic enough to pay for a separate passenger 
service, the combination freight and passenger trolley will 
yield excellent returns, prove beneficial to the building 
up of the roads through which it passes, and prove the 
very life and salvation of paper mills situated a mile or 
two from a steam railroad or waterway. More than one 
otherwise excellent paper mill, of great ambition but 
small proportions (there are several within my personal 
observation), has struggled along for years. barely ex- 
isting in good times and closing altogether when times 
were dull. With the addition of a street freight railway 
these little mills will prove excellent paying properties, for 
the teaming bill makes all the difference between profit 
and loss in a mill of the size mentioned. Not only is the 
paper material laid down in the through transit car at the 
door of the mill, but the finished product is sent away to 
its very destination in the same car that the raw material 
comes in, and all this without change. Then, the ques- 
tion of help is very easily settled by the kind of street 
railway here mentioned. The best of paper mill help 
does not like to be penned up in a little village miles away 
from a post office or schoolhouse. Good mill help is of 
a social disposition and will not go into a settlement miles 
away from anything but “mule transit.” With the electric 
connecting link above described the objection above re- 
ferred to is removed, and the small mill 2 or 3 miles from 
town or village can have as good help as the mill right 
in town. I[n fact, many of the hands will reside in the 
village and ride back and forth every day on the con- 
necting trolley, with comfort and satisfaction. The freight 
trolley line is a matter which it will repay the attention of 
every manufacturer of paper who has a mill so situated 
that the steam railway will not place cars in the yard. 

The other day I was in the top of a digester building 
watching the filling of a large cooker. The hopper of 
the chip bin was not made with sufficient pitch, and, as a 
consequence, the chips would arch over and refuse to 
come down after a few had come away. The remedy ap- 
plied by the workman was to vigorously pound the sides 
of the chip bin hopper with a 10-foot piece of old shait- 
ing. So often and vigorously had this remedy been ap- 
plied that the sides of the bin and hopper were so badly 
damaged that they had to be repaired and planked all up 
the sides. There is a deal of loss of time in an arrange- 
ment of this kind, not only of the men, but of the diges- 
ter as well, and this means the loss of a good deal of ca- 
pacity in paper making. It is a great deal better to make 
the pitch of the hopper steep enough so that the chips 
cannot get a footing on them. If the corners are well 
rounded out by means of lagging there will be less danger 
of the chips sticking in that portion of the appliance. 
Forty-five degrees is not pitch enough for a chip bin 
bottom. The sides should be made at least 60 degrees 
from the horizontal. 

From now until the ponds freeze up the pulp men will 
be working for all that they are worth, trying to get their 
supply of wood out of the water and piled on the bank 
before the water freezes. The more I see of the log pil- 
ing business the more I think that it is a mistake to pile 
logs in the lengths as they come from the water. The 
ideal way is to bolt the logs and bark them in warm 
then ‘pile them under shelter all, ready for the 
chipper. In.this*way it is posetble to do all that portion 
of the work im warm weather, when the men can work to 
J¢ there is not any chance of taking

care of the wood after it has been cleansed for use, the 
next best way is to bolt the logs as they are hauled out 
of the water and then store them in piles until needed in 
the woodroom. In this way the wood is placed in a pile 
considerably smaller than is possible where the logs are 
piled in drives of long piles one log wide. There is lots 
of waste room between the piles, and if the logs are bolted, 
and then sent in a carrier to the pile, there is no need of a 
pevy gang on the pile for straightening up the logs as 
they come along. All that is necessary is to let the bolted 
logs tumble down from the carrier, which must be raised 
as the pile increases in height. Every portion of the space 
allotted to wood will be filled with the bolts, and they pack 
so tightly that the snow roofs them over and does not 
penetrate far enough to make it much work to get the 
bolts out again when they are wanted in the mill. One 
warning should be given, and that is make the delivery 
end of the piling carrier high enough, so that there 
will be no danger of the wood getting to the top 
of it. It is better to arrange the carrier on a tall mast 
in a manner similar to the boom of a derrick. Then, at 
the commencement of a pile, the carrier boom can be 
lowered to a point near the ground, thereby saving power 
in elevating the bolts, and also saving some of the wood 
which otherwise would be jammed off as the bolts fell 
against each other from the height necessary in a station- 
ary carrier delivery. The derrick business permits the car- 
rier to be raised as soon as the collecting pile makes it 
necessary in order to unload to advantage. 

Some of the sulphite men are exercised in regard to the 
proper reclamation of the gas from blow-off pipes. There 
is a pretty good way of saving a good deal, if not the 
whole, of this gas. The proper way is to cool the gas as 
it issues from the digester, and then pass the fluid through 
a mixing tank, or into the regular tower. where it is re- 
combined with lime and water in the same manner as gas 
just from the sulphur burner. A pretty good rig is as 
follows: Pass the gas through a separator, in which the 
vapors pass upward through an opening in the top of the 
separator, which is merely a chamber or enlargement of 
the gas-off pipe from the digester. From the separator 
the gas is either carried into a lime tower or into an 
absorption tank, where it is treated with lime water in the 
usual way. The liquid acid which separates from the gas 
in the separator chamber above referred to is carried by 
means of another pipe through a cooler, in which the 
liquor is cooled to the temperature of the atmosphere, 
and whatever gas may be carried along with the liquor is 
also condensed as the liquor is cooled. After issuing from 
the cooler, which may preferably be a vertical outside 
pipe or casing of UY form, containing a moving stream 
or body of water, and an inner pipe for passage of the 
liquor to be cooled, the acid is found to be of greater 
strength than is necessary for treating wood, and some of 
it may be used for “tuning up” a tankful of acid which 
does not come up to the required degree of strength in 
the specific gravity or iodine tests. All that is necessary 
in regard to the water cooler is that there be a sufficient 
quantity of that liquid to carry away the heat in the liquor 
without heating the water above the point to which it is 
desired to cool the liquor. Indeed, it is quite possible to 
use the wash water of the. mill to cool liquor in this 
manner, and not raise said water more than one or two 
degrees if the supply be sufficient. But, however well this 
matter looks on paper, it is always well to keep the wash 
water, or any other source of supply for the mill water, 
as far as possible from the acid plant. The pipe con- 
taining the acid in the water-jacket cooler very possibly 
may spring a leak some time. When that happens sul- 
phite liquor will be distributed all through the water 
supply system of the mill, not a very desirable circum- 
stance, to say the least. Keep the acid business away from 
the mill water supply and cool the waste products with a 
gravity supply of its own. If nothing better can be done, 
put the cooling pipes right under water in the tailrace—if 
there is one—and use water that is of no use for any other 
purpose. The amount of water necessary for cooling a 
given amount of acid may be easily calculated as follows: 
The specific heat of sulphite liquor is probably a little 
greater than that of water, but we will assume that it is 
the same, and that the liquor has to be cooled down from 
212 degrees to 70. This means that 142 heat units are te, 
be abstracted from each and every pound of acid. If 
water is available at a temperature of 60 degrees Fahr., 
then each pound of that water will absorb ro heat units in 
rising from 60 to 70 degrees. Thus, as each pound of 
water absorbs 10 degrees, to cool the acid 142 degrees will 
require 14.2 pounds of water to each pound of acid. If the 
water be colder a less quantity will be required in the same 
ratio. If the liquor can be used at a higher temperature 
than 70 degrees, then the water can be heated up to that 
point, and a less quantity will be-required. It is well, in 
arranging the flow of water through the cooler, to let the 
hot portions of the water come first in contaet with the 
part of the liquor pipe containing the hottest fluid. Thus, 
the water and liquor should flow in opposite directions 
through the cooler. J. F. H.

It is reported that German mills making packing paper 
from soda pulp have come to an understanding with Scan- 
dinavian makers of similar papers, the object being to 
avoid further competition. 

Pulp hoards, according to a report from Berlin, are in 
good demand notwithstanding the upward tendency of 
prices. Reports from various centres as to a scarcity of 
water are helieved to be exaggerated. 


At a meeting recently held at Berlin, Mr. Lehmann, 
managing director of the Papier Einkauss Stelle des Ver- 
eins Deutscher Zeitungs. Verleger Gesellschaft, gave some 
particulars of the paper market. He said that steps had 
been taken by the company to purchase four large paper 
mills and to rebuild and enlarge two others.

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THE DAVIDSON FAILURE. 


Max Cashriel, of the Cashriel Paper Company, Talks Con- 
cerning the Matter—Some Details of the 
Matter—The Creditors. 


In response to a lengthy letter complaining of certain 
alleged misrepresentations published in regard to him, a 
representative of THe Paper TRADE JOURNAL called this 
week upon Max Cashriel, at the temporary quarters of the 
Cashriel Paper Company, 376 Canal street, New York 
city. Referring to the trouble growing out of the sale 
of the stock and accounts of the Cashriel Paper Company, 
formerly located at 104 Walker street, to J. Davidson, of 
Norfolk, Va., Max Cashriel said: “I have been put in a 
bad light by this whole affair; my position has been 
misrepresented and injury has been done me. Now I ask 
Tue Parer Trape Journaw to publish my side of the 
story. In the first place, I want to say that we would 
like to find Davidson. He owes us $2,000. We sold out 
to him on August 1 last the stock, business and out- 
standing accounts of the Cashriel Paper Company, Incor- 
porated, for $3,000. In payment he gave us notes payable 
September 1. When they became due he could not pay 
them and asked an extension of time. We gave him until 
September 15. As he did not then pay the notes we 
forced him to transfer back everything, and in order to 
realize something we sold the stock of paper to N. Levy, 
of 98 East Broadway, for $875. We also realized about 
$125 on other things, accounts, &c., so we got only about 
$1,000 out of the sale, whereas we should have received 
$3,000. That fellow Davidson lied to us. He said he had 
$7,000 in cash, and that after paying the notes we held 
he would have a balance of $4,000. He said he was going 
to open a furnishing goods store in Norfolk, Va., on a 
‘ part of that $4,000. «I was in no way interested with 
Davidson in the business. I did stay in the store after 


he came, in order to teach him the business. While 
doing so I held a power of attorney from him. 

“Davidson said that he had $1,250 in the bank. He 
never had that amount in the bank that I know of. But 
he did have $500, which was deposited in the Ninth Na- 
tional Bank. All of that was soon paid out.” 

Speaking about the Cashriel Paper Company and its 
stockholders, Mr. Cashriel said: “Everything was per- 
fectly straight on our part. We do not owe a dollar. We 
are not liable for debts. The creditors know that, so they 
are looking for Davidson. If he is caught in this State it 
will go hard with him. We want the balance—$2,000— 
due us. The attorneys of the creditors would also make it 
hot for him. He misled us all. 

“The Cashriel Paper Company, incorporated for $10,000 
with a paid-up capital of $5,000, went out of existence the 
latter part of September. This was done at a meeting of 
the stockholders. Soon after that a certificate was filed in 
the county clerk’s office, in compliance with the new law, 
stating that the Cashriel Paper Company (not incorpo- 
rated), Nathan Pollock proprietor, was a company doing 
business in New York city. So you see that the Cashriel 
Paper Company that is now in existence is different from 
the Cashriel Paper Company, Incorporated. For the pres- 
ent its office is at 376 Canal street. We have a warehouse 
on West Broadway, near Broome street. We are doing a 
good business. All our old customers are still with us. 

“Just to show you that Davidson’s creditors cannot 
touch anything that belonged to the stockholders of the 
old Cashrfel Paper Company, Incorporated I want to say 
that a levy was made on a safe and a desk which the 
company owned. This was done in a suit brought against 
Davidson by a paper manufacturing company. We de- 
manded back our property. A sheriff's jury heard the 
case last week and awarded us our safe and desk. We 
shall get them back into our possession in a few days. 
It was a foolish piece of business to attach and levy on the 
property of the Cashriel Paper Company, Incorporated, 


because that company does-not owe anybody a. dollar. 
The new Cashriel Paper Company is not asking for credit. 
It pays cash and discounts all its purchases. The pro- 
prietor of the company from whom I hold a power of 
attorney for the transaction of the business is Nathan 
Pollock, vice-president of the Electric Light Company of 
Philadelphia, Pa. Mr. Pollock lives in New York city. 
At present I do not remember his address, but my brother 
knows it.” 

On being asked about how much Davidson owed, Mr. 
Cashriel said: “I think he owed about $4,500 altogether. 
The names of the creditors, with the amounts due them 
by Davidson, are about as follows: Cashriel Paper Com- 
pany, Incorporated, $2,000; the Derby Mills Company, 
Shelton, Conn., $625; West Virginia Pulp and Paper 
Company, $550; Watertown (N. Y.) Paper Company, 
$650; Wm?’ P. Sanford Manufacturing Company, 116 Hud- 
son street, New York city, $125; C. L. Jones, 325 Canal 
street, New York city, $50; Diamond Mills Paper 
Company, 44 Murray street, New York city, $10; Peter 
Adams Paper Company, 150 Nassau street, New York 
city, $133; Moyer & Pratt, Lyonsdale, N. Y.. $240, and 
Henry C. Kelley & Co., twine jobber, 548 Pearl street, 
New York city, $15.” 


L. L. Brown Case Goes Over to January.

Minnesota Twine Plant. 


Minnesota’s binding twine plant, estab- 
lished in the State penitentiary, is as much 
of a success as the like institution in Kan- 
sas. By this means the problem of convict 
labor has been solved in these two States 
to the satisfaction of every one concerned. 
including the labor unions. Members of 
the latter are gratified as well as satisfied, 
as penitentiary made twine is a direct slap 
at a trust. The farmers, too, are happy, 
as they get their binding twine at from 3 
to 5 cents less per pound than is charged 
for the product of the trust. The only 
complaint in each State is that the peniten- 
tiary plants are not large enough to supply 
the demand. In Minnesota the output has 
grown to 9,000,000 pounds a year, which is 
something more than half the amount 
consumed in the State. This output was 
produced at a net profit to the State in 
1897 and 1808 of more than $130,000, after 
crediting the prison labor at 50 cents a day 
and making due allowance for depreciation 
of machinery.

PAPER.—The paper market has been somewhat quiet 
this week. The reason assigned for this is the fact that the 
election is now so near that buyers are disposed to hold 
back their orders. Then again preparations for participa- 
tion in the political parade have occupied the attention of 
a great many men in the trade. The fact that practically 
all places of business will be closed on Saturday also has 
its effect. Everything taken into consideration, the week 
has been an “off” one. People are not exactly in the mood 
to do business. The fact is that there is considerable inter- 
est in the coming election. For the time being, therefore, 
politics overshadows business. Perhaps there is more con- 
‘cern about the quotation on news than on any of the other 
grades. Notwithstanding the published price at which two 
large contracts are reported to have been taken, still the 
ruling figure for renewals on large business is said to be at 
least 2%4c. For other than large contracts the quotation is 
from 24@2M%c. Small quantities bring over 2%c.; in some 
instances as high as 2c. It is said that the price on book 
papers has not improved materially. Some improvement in 
the demand is, however, noted. A number of the large 
contracts that have been hanging for some time have been 
placed this week, This fact indicat®sthat the buyers have 
concluded that prices will not go lower right away. While 
there is a fair jobbing business being done in manilas, still 
the quotations have not stiffened. Low figures are reported 
on large mill orders for manilas. On writings there is very 
little change in the situation. The list prices are still being 
maintained by the American Writing Paper Company. Job- 
bers in writings report “some business in small lots, but 
nothing extra.” They look for an improvement very soon. 
The other grades of paper are without special features of 
interest. In regard to boards it is said that the outlook for 
better times through harmonious co-operation of the differ-

WOOD PULP.—There is a feeling’ in the market that 
the ground wood supply is a little easier and that quota- 
tions are consequently not so high. This may be, still it is 
difficult to find much evidence that the situation has 
changed materially. From what little information can be 
gathered in the New York market it would seem as if 
some pulp could be bought at from $23 to $25 delivered.

The Sicilian Brimstone Situation. 


Late mail advices from Messina, regarding the Sicilian 
brimstone situation, are as follows: 


_Although shipments have been active, statistically, the 
situation has improved. Under the influence of free offer- 
ings frorff the Anglo-Sicilian Sulphur Company, prices 
have receded. Evidently the company’s object is to de- 
press values in order to facilitate the negotiations of the 
proposed nine-year contract, which, so far, 46 not meeting’ 
favor with mine owners. The present state of things is 
not considered to be of long duration, whether the new 
contract be signed or not. There appears to be little doubt 
that the Anglo-Sicilian Company will avail themselves of 
the prorogation clause for another term of five years, un- 
der the existing agreement. In either case a rally is likely 
to follow; the advance will then be even sharper than the 
decline has been, especially if supported by brisk demand 
from abroad. We quote: Best unmixed seconds, 75s.; 
best thirds, 66s. 6d., f. o. b., per ton of 13 Sicilian cantars.
